Plint Destroyed By $10,000 
Fire. 



Heavy Blow That Will Cause

The power hoUSe of the electric 
light plant, owned by the Hopkins- 
ville Gas and Lighting Company 
was totally destroyed by fire at 
Sunday. The loss is $10,000, with 
$4.00(1 insurance. The origin of 
the fire is not known. There was 
no one in the building when it 
caught, and when the flames were 
discovered the roof was falling. 
The plant furnished lights for the 
city and in residences and business 
houseb. The streets will be in 
darkness until the plant can be re- 
hich will require probably 
two months or more. 

The fire department tried to 
reach the scene, which was near 
the L. & N. Railroad bridge, but 
the hose would not reach that far 
and nothing could be done. The 
expensive plant was a complete 
wreck, even to the brick walls. 

The building was comparatively 
new, having been erected about ten 
years ago. It was on the river 
bank, built of brick and stone one 
story high. 

The residences not equipped witb 
gas fixtures will be greatly incon 
venienced and the streets will of 
course be entirely without light 
during the process of rebuild:

The Don Dreams of the Day When He 
Will Again Be a Great World 
Power— The Names of 
History. 

Hope springs eternal In the human 
breast, and even weary, century-worn 
Spain is looking forward to a re-awak 
enlng of her old commercial and pollt 
leal Importance. The nation that once 
held such proud place In the world's 
history still has alive within her some 
of the old racial vigor. In the bitter 
feeling engendered by the war between 
Spain and the United States. Ameri- 
cans generally seem to have lost sight 
of the debt the American continent 
owes to the former country, many 
seem to have forgotten utterly the 
glory that was Spain's, the grandeur 
that was hers. 

Spain, to day a minor European pow- 
er, was once a splendid world-wide em- 
pire. In Mr. Fernald's "The Spaniard 
In History," we have given us In brief 
the various periods of Spain's history;

evidence There Is a law In all civilized 
countries to Hie effect that when a c itizen 
Is charge! with an offense, he is en- 
titled to a fair trial, and that he may not 
be punished unless he la actually proven 
guilty beyond a reasonable doubt. A 
few years ago the blue Jay was brought 
to the bar of justice, charged with tbe 
destruction of eggs and nestlings.

It was found 
that blue jays eat Insects every month 
of tbe year, and the proportion of in- 
sect food varies from one per cent. In 
January to over 66 per cent. In August, 
the average for the year being nearly 23 
per cent. Destructive grasshoppers, 
crickets and locusts begin to form an 
Important Item in the blue Jay's bill of 
fare as early as July, amount to nearly 
20 per cent, of his food during August, 
and he continues to eat them In consider- 
able numbers until December. Amongst 
the caterpillars to which the bird gives 
his attention may be mentioned those ol 
the brown-tall and gypsy moths, which 
work such havoc In the trees In certain 
parts of the country. 

The vegetable food of the blue Jay 
was found to consist of "mast," such as 
acorns, chestnuts, beechnuts, hazelnuts 
and sumac; grain, such as corn, wheat 
oats and buckwheat; fruit, such as ap- 
ples, strawberries, huckleberries, wild 
cherries, chokecherries, wild grapes and 
elderberries, and miscellaneous things 
such as oak galls, mushrooms and tubers 
On the whole, It was found that the 
blue Jay was a most desirable bird tc 
have, either as an ally of the farmer, whe 
pays but a meagre pittance for benefits 
received, or as a handsome. Jolly neigh 
bor, who is with us the year round, and 
who cheers us with his bright plumagi 
and clever mimicry when bird life Is r 
its ebb.

The chief and interesting 
characteristics of these goals, 
above all, consists in the fact that 
they fall to the ground with then 
tire body (legs, neck and lumbar 
scles) becoming perfectly rigid 



an animal suffering from strych 
nine poisining. These "fainting " 
spells last from 10 to 15 seconds, 
after which time the animal arise* 
and walks off showing slight stiff 
ness in the posterior limbs, for a 
distance of 50 or »>u feet, at'ter which 
time he walks and acts just like 
any other goat. These "tainting ' 
spells Can be produced or brought 
on by any sudden excitement which 
will startle the animal in the least, 
or in case the goat attemps to jump 
a bar or rail not higher than 12 
inches from the ground, or say he 
attempib to jump a two loot ditch 
or stream he at once falls to the 
ground in a faint.' This strange 
phenomenon is seen in all the off 
spring without exception, being 
often noticed in kids, but, as 
rule, not well marked until one 
year of age. This i> an exceedingly 
interesting point to veterinarians 
for it shows that it is net 
pathological in origin, but a hered 
'tary condition. There are about 
Km of these goats in existence, 'all 
of which tread Tennessee soil 
They are unfortunately deprived 
ol the much enjoyed sport of jump- 
ing fences and walking barn roots, 
so much enjoyed by other goats, for 
they will remain in an inclosure 
with any kind of old fence. As 
i George C. Brown, of Spring Hill, 
Tenn., says, this may sound 'fishy,'

CLEVER BIT OF MECHANISM. 

The Iris Diaphragm Attachment for 
Camera Lenses — Manner of 

Its Construction. 

By the recent death of its in- 
ventor attention is directed to u 
convenient attachment sometimes 
made to catneraB and microscopes 
called the "iria diaphragm." An 
ordinary diaphragm, or stop, is a 
thin metal plate with a round hole 
in the center. Light is admitted 
through the aperture, and, as it is 
often desirable to vary the 
amount of light, it has been cus- 
tomary to equip cameras with sev- 
oral adjustable diaphragms, each 
having a hole of different lice 
from the other. To remove oni 
diaphragm and substitute anoth 
cr is a bothersome task. In an iris 
diaphragm the size of the hole 
can be varied at the will of the op 
erator, and without altering its 
shape. This, whether large or 
smiill, remains round, juBt as the 
pupil of the eye does, whether 
shrinking or diluting. The latter 
is a hole in a little membrane 
called the iris, and is controlled 
automatically. But a diaphragn 
is composed of iriPtal, and its ini 
itation of the action of the iris i 
truly wonderful. Tin- expansioi 
and contract ion is very much more 
extensive with this piece Of mech 
anism than in the eye. The hole 
may be reduced to a diameter of a 
sixteenth of an inch and enlarged 
to a whole inch lin the stage of a 
microscope), and even to two Inch 
es in large cameras. 

The precise manner in which 
this mechanism is constructed 
cannot be explained readily. Ii 
may be said, however, that the 
diaphragm does not consist of a 
single plate, but something like 
20. These overlap each other and 
tan be moved simultaneously by 
pressing a tiny lever or by the em 
ployment of other means. Each 
of the plates is pivoted out near 
the circumference of the brass 
tube in which they are mounted, 
and the pivots on which they move 
are placed at equal intervals all 
the way around the circle. The 
movement is either toward or 
away from the t enter. Noonewho 
has ever inspected the device has 
failed to experience delight over 
its smooth working and ingenuity.
